The Book of Records opened by Mr. Sher- 
wood, coutaining the history of the Institute, 
its meetings and its transactions, continued in 
use from the l6th of February, 1842, wnt)) 
March, 1859, when it was found necessary to 
procure a new one. After over seventeen 
years active service that old book has been 
placed upon the bookkeeper's shelves a sacred 
and well pressed relic of the past. 


The Mechanics’ Institute was daly incbrpo- | 


rated by the General Assembly. of the State in 
February, 1348. The act bears thesignatures 
of Thomas Ford, Governor, and Lyman 1rum- 
ball, Secretary of State, and names Charles 
M. Gray, A. 8. Sherman, Elijah Smith and Ira 
Miltimore are mentioned as Charter Membera, 

On the 5th of February 1853, a special act. 
the Legislature was obtained, giving the Insti- 
tute power to bold lands and create a capital 
stock of $500,000, under euch restrictions, and 
subject to such forfeitures as the Board of 
Trusices might direct. The value of real es- 
tate allowed to be held by the Institute, is lim- 
ited to $50,000. The money raised by or upon 
this capital stock of $500,000, to constitate a 
distinct aud separate fund to be expended in 
saitable buildings and ether specified purpo- 
see, and wot subject to, or in any way liable for 
the debts of the institution, other than those 
contraeted for lots, buildings, etc. 

The Mechanics’ Institute, by the will of the 
late Azei A. Peck, made om the 25th of March, 
1343, joiutly with the First Unitarian Chureb, 
became possessor of certain real estate on the 
corner of Washington and Canal streets now 
valued at some $15,000 or $20,000, subject only 
to a life lease to the widow of the testator. 

The history of the Association can only be 
writen from the memory of iis oldest mem- 
bers, and by having reference to the Buok of 
Record, os singularly enough none, or very 
few, of its annnal catalogues or other publica- 
tions, have been preserved. It would prove 
iteresting to many of our citizens could the 
various phases of its existence through so 
many years, and se many chanyes of itself and 
surroundin gr, be published for genera! 
tion. 

The objegts of the Institate—" the diffusion 
of knowledge and information throaghout the 
Mechapical Classes; to found Lectures on 
Natural, Mechanical and Chemical Philosophy 
and other scientific subjects ; and to create a 
Library and Museum for the benefit of Me- 
chanics and others ; to establish Schools for 
the benefit of their youth, and to establish 
Annual Fairs’’—are every way worthy the at- 
tention of our best minds and the efforts of 
our best hands. The stimulus given to me- 
chanics in the-vicisity, by the distrfbation of 
premiums at the ten annaal exhibitions it has 
held; the emnlation excited; the attention 
that has been called to the useful and beaatiful 
in mechanics! science and the arte, cannot 
easily be estimated, but It fs safe to say, they 
have been unsurpassed by those of any et 
ization of the kind in the country.
